|QUISA BOARD GIVES DETEC. 

TIVES CLUE TO BIRMING. 

HAM MURDER CASES; 2 
SUSPECTS ARRESTED 


Birmingham, Ala. Jan. 29,—Al]. 
though tangible evidence points to 
Robert Moore and Will Weir, ne- 
groes, as the assailants of Tony Lore- 
no, 2 suburban grocer and his wife, 
Birmingham detectives are following 
up a clue furnished by a Ouija board 
accusation at a party in Monteom- 
ery. Loreno and his wife were at- 
tacked in their store last Wednesday 
the attack benig the fourth murde? 
in this city since November 28. 

The negroes are two of five taken 
before Loreno for possible identifica- 
tion. While not positive in his iden- 
lifieaticen, the injured man asked tine 
offeers to hold them until he had suf- 
ficiently recovered to be absolutely 
sure of himself. 

Moore, according to the officers, 
fits the description Loreno gaye of 
his assailant while Weir’s tallies with 
that of a negro reported seen in front 
of the Loreno store a few minutes 
before the assault. Both Moore and 
Weir have police records, officers say, 
Moore heing under $1,190 bond on u 
burgvarv charge. 

“There is almost conclusive evid- 
ence that two men had a hand in the 
attack,” declared Chief of Police 
Fred McDuff tonight. The chief stat- 
ed the two prisoners would be taken 
before Loreno again before any 
steps were taken to secure an indict- 
ment. Detectives are still working on 
the case.. Both Loreno and his wife 
are reported by hospital physicians 
to be improving and it is believed 
they will recover. 

Chief of Police Fred McDuff re- 
ceived a letter from an unknown per- 
son in Montgomery, Ala., which 
stated that while a party were encag- 
ed in playing the Ouija board, with no 
thought of axe murders or any 
other crimes, someone mentioned the 
Birmingham axe murders. 

Shortly after resuming playing, the 
board, according to the letter, began 
to write a message as follows: “I 
came to say that the negro that com- 
mitted the axe murders is doing it 
maliciously and is cooperating with 
others.” When asked for the name 
of the person guilty of the heinous 
crime, the board spelled out the name 
of a noted Birmingham negro crimin- 
al who is known to the police. 

The police are bending their ener- 
gies to follow up this Ouija board 
revelation. 

Other theories have been advanced 
and work has been done. A negro 
said to be criminal had been arrested 


with a bloodstained hatchet chisel 
and razor on his person. 
Tt is believed that this terrible 


hacker has used a short hand axe in 
each case of fiendish murder. His 
victims are usually suburban grocers 
who live in the rear of their places of 
business. Of the five attacks by 
the axeman in the past two months, 
there have been five fatalities. Other 
victims were hacked into unconscious- 
ness and left for dead. 


In every case the nature of the 


wounds, the position of the bodies 
and other circumstantial evidence 


has shown the same cruel methods 
in the madness of the fiend. The 
husband and wife have been attacked 
and killed. But the babes have never 
heen harmed, Sometimes they have 
been left slumbering in the blood of 
their mothers. 

Until Toney Loreno was attacked, 
it was not definitely known that the 
axeman was a negro Loreno was 
stooping to wait on the ostensible cus 
tomer when he was dealt a blow on 
the back of the head by the black. 
Lorena was felled and the black start- 
ed for the rer of the store, where 
the Loreno family lived. His victim 
revived sufficiently to draw a reyol. 
ver and fire on the black but he was 
too stunned to aim his gun accurate- 
ly. The axeman ignored the shot¢ 
and struck down Mrs, Loreno, after 
which he deliberately walked back 
to the husband who still had his 
gun in his hand and struek him an- 
cther blow with the axe. Lorenu 
was able later to give a description 
of the axeman, which is the only clue 
the officers have. The Loreno at- 
tack was only three blocks from the 
scene of a former murder by the mn- 
nia, 

The history of the axe crimes in 
Birmingham is gruesome. Here it is: 

November 28.-—G, T, Ary, grocery 
clerk, felled with an axe while lean- 
ing over a pickel barrel. Died 36 
hours later, 

December 21,— Mr. and Mrs, Joe 
Mentoine slain with axe in their com. 
bination store and home. Bed on 
which infant was asleep fired by the 
murderer, but flames extinguished be- 
tore babe was harmed. 

January 10,—Mr, and Mrs. G. §S. 
Crawford assaulted with axe in their 
eombination grocery and home, Mrs. 
Crawford being instantly killed and 
Crawford dying one week later Ba- 
by in mother’s arms unharmed, i 

January 25.— Tony Loreno and 
wife Rosa, assaulted by axe fiend in 
their store, Both taken to hospital 
in serious if not fatal condition, 


Senecio a 
Babe in mother’s arms unharmed. 
Though the mind of the axeman is 
that of a negro, it was shown that 
he has displayed a shrewdness not 
possesed by the ordinary criminal. 
His methods have been identical in 
each case, evidence shows, and he 
has escaped in every instance without 
leaving ithe semblance of a clue, not 
even a finger print.

He pretends to desire to make 
a purchase, usually of potatoes on- 
ions or other vegetables. When the 
merchant stoops to put the articles in 
a bag he is felled with the axe, after 
which the axeman goes to the rear of 
the store and slays the merchant's 
wife. The murderer is not a thief, 
but a maniac who glories in the sight 
of blood. 
Meanwhile 


Birmingham is agog. 
Suburban merchants are up in arms. 
The axeman is the topic of discussion 
everywhere. Fear has entered the 
minds not only of the women and the 
children, but the strong man hitherto 
unafraid. No one knows who the 
next victim will be, others are consid- 
ered certain. For the axeman is still 
at large, 

A slogan which may stop the hore 
rible hacker has been whispered: 

“Shoot to kill.” NY 

It is not an official order of the 
police, but it is known that the au. 
thorities are anxious to get the axe- 

;man dead or alive. Two men have 
been arrested on suspicion, but while 
they are held in jail the axeman con- 
tinues to wield his death-dealing 


blade, 
Suburban grocers are arming 
themselves for the axeman. But Lo 


reno was armed. He tried to shoot 
his attacker, but the negro went 
calmly about his mission. 

A crashing blow, and the victim in 
no case but the most recent lived to 
tell his story. 

Dead men tell no tales, 

This is apparently the theory of 
the axeman, for all who might give 
any information were left weltering 
in their own blood.. 

Only the babes, too young to tall, 
are spared by the axeman.
